Half a dozen other resolutions and 
orders, all bearing on the strike, were 
dumped on the clerk’s desk. They were 
referred to the special strike committee 
named by the mayor without action by 
the council. 

The ordinance aimed at the use of 
strikebreakers, though passed under a 
suspension of the rules, would not go into 
effect for several days if signed by the 
mayor. He has until the next council 
meeting to approve or veto it. It then 
must be published for ten days. 


PROVISIONS OF ORDINANCE. 
Several of the aldermen doubted its 
legality. Its salient provisions are: 

No motorman can be employed 
on the surface or elevated lines 
unless he has twenty-one days of 
instruction. 

No conductor can be employed 
unless he has fourteen days of in- 
struction. . 

The instructors must be men 
with three years of experience, and 
must have been employed for the 
preceding twelve months on the 
surface or elevated lines of Chi- 


cago. 
The penalty for violation is a 


fine of $100 to $200. 


MUST BE PUBLISHED FIRST. 

The ordinance, unless vetoed by 
Mayor Thompson, will be published in 
the regular course of business same 
time within a week or ten days. It 
contained a provision that it was to 
take effect upon its passage and publi- 
cation, but because it was an ordinance 
carrying penal provisions it will not go 
into effect until after publication. 

Henry A. Blair, chairman of the 
board of operation of the surface 
lines and a director of the elevated 
lines, was told of the ordinancé at his res- 
idence at hight. He said he did not 
care to comment on the ordinanee until 
he had had time to consider it. 

NEGRO ALDERMAN OBJECTS. 

In arguing for the passage of the méas- 
ute Ald. Kennedy said members of the 
council who would vote against it would 
vote “to import thugs, eutthroats, con- 
victs, and murderers.“

After Chief Healey had completed his 
estimate he submitted it to Ald. John A. 
Richert, who at once called a special 
meeting of the finance committee, The 
committee listened to Healey’s argument 
that he wanted to prepare against pos- 
sible contingencies,’’ and then took his re- 
quest under advisement. The vote on this 
action was 11 to 3, and among the eleven 
were some who demanded that the entire 
request be denied at once. Taken as a 
whole, the committee decision was con- 
strued as a verdict that thechief’s action 
was poorly timed and ill advised. 


“Civil War in Chicago.“ 

“The chief seems to think we're going 
to have civil war in Chicago,“ said Aid. 
Bugene Block, who began the ertticism. 

“What I do think,“ replied Healey, “ig 
that the city should be prepared to handle 
the situation, whatever may develop. In 
previous strikes the police department has 
been given advance appropriations suffi- 
cient to enable it to handle an emergency, 
if it should arise.“ 

“I agree entirely with the chief,“ said 
Ald. W. O. Nance. “He may be called 
on at any time to add 100 or 200 men to 
his force, and he can't wait for the coun- 
cil to act before his hands are untied. We 
should give him a free hand to use all 
reasonable means to protect the property 
and lives of our citizens under the possi- 
ble circumstances that may arise.” 


50,000 Bullets for Citizens? 

“But we must consider the effect of 
wich a step as this,“ protested Block. 
‘This would be a declaration that the po- 
lice force is ready to fire 50,000 rounds of 
ammunition into our citizens. It’s a 
éclaration of war against the strikers.“ 

“It isn’t anything of the sort,“ replied 

Ad. Nance. It trouble comes it won't 
de from the strikers, but from the outsid- 
ere-the thugs that always arrive on the

Respondents concede this. But if phys- 
ical conditions over which .respondents 
have no control stand in the way, re- 
spondents are not to be held accountable 
therefor. Mr. Kelker told the-commis- 
sion .that.no other city in the country 
presents such a street. car problem as 
Chicago.’

If the money is to be recognized at its 
face value it will constitute an obligation 
which will be the burden of Mexico's ; 
unborn generations for hundreds of years 
to come. Ifthe money is repudiated those 
saving omnes who have accumulated 
bales of it in the hopes of subsequent 
validation may as well begin papering the 
walls of their houses with it. 

There ts no Mexican silver money of the 
old federal issue in circulation. One of 
these silver dollars is worth about 48 
cents, due to the fact that there is that 
much valuable metal init. Mexicans are 
not allowed to take this money but of the 
country. They are relieved of it at the 
border if it is found in their possession. 

The possessors of this money have hid- 
den it. All business ie transacted with 
the various kinds of flat money, depend 
ing upon the territory in which the trans- 
action is made. It is not considered con- 

ducive to long life to refuse to accept the 
paper money, especially if the army hap- 
pens to be in town that day.

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unge In Conduct of Long 
gange Blockade First Step 
Toward New Policy, 
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"HORS MAY BE LESSENED, 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 


Washington, D. C., June 16. [Special.] 
Great Britain is seeking to forestall and 
ayert, if possible, President Wileon’s con- 
templated demand for a cessation of in- 
terference with the trade of the United 
States with Holland, Denmark, Norway 
end Sweden. 

Sir Cecil Spring Rice has had several 
conferences with state department offi- 
clals in the last few days at which he 
has transmitted assurances of a marked 
change of policy in the operation of the 
British long range blockade of Germany. 

The ambassador expressed the opinion 
that this change of policy, occasioned by 
the reorganization of the British cabinet, 
would prove satisfactory to the United 
States. He explained that under the new 
plan of operation American commerce 
with the neutral ports of northern Eu- 
rope will be subjected to practically no 
interference and that only in exceptional 
instances will ships and cargoes be de- 
tained in English ports for search. 


Pledge of Mutual Benefit. 

The ambassador said that his govern- 
ment intends to reply to the President's 
note of March 30 protesting against the 
establishment of a blockade which bars 
access to neutral countries. If Great 
Britain would promise to comply with the 
rules of international law, the president 
would have greater hope of inducing Ger- 
many to conform to the regulations of 
naval warfare on commerce. 

The British ambassador's assurances 
are interpreted as heralding a decision 
by London to put into effect the modifi- 
cations of the blockade operations prom- 
ised in Sir Edward Greys note accom- 
panying the order in council. President 
Wilson in his protest said he expected 
the British government to “modify in 
practical application those provisions of 
the order in council which, if strictly en- 
forced, would violate neutral rights and 
interrupt legitimate trade.“ Then he 
added: 

“Relying on the faithful performance of 
these voluntary assurances by his ma- 
jetty’s government, the United States 
takes it for granted that the approach of 
American merchantmen to neutral ports 
situated upoa the long line of coast af - 
fected by the order in council, will not be 
interfered with when it is known that 
they do not carry gcods which are con- 
traband of war or goods destined to or 
proceeding from ports within the bellig- 
erent territory affected.” ’ 


Trade Is Disrupted. 

Instead of making good these assur- 
ances the British proceeded to disrupt 
American trade with northern Europe. 
The British naval cordon made no pre- 
tense of searching intercepted vessels 
for contraband on the high seas, but re- 
quired the ships to depart from their 
courses hundreds of miles and put into 
English ports for examination at leisure. 

The president ig determined to call a 
halt to these practices. He contends that 
the British must not blockade neutral 
ports and when intercepting a ship sus- 
pected of carrying contraband, must 
earch it at sea and allow it to proceed if 
found innocent. Compelling American 
thips to leave the high seas to put in at 
English ports for search he holds an in- 
vasion of American sovereignty over the 
thips flying the flag of the United States. 
It is not expected that Great Britain 
will yield to the demand that Americans 
be allowed to ship food and other goods 
through neutral ports to Germany for 
consumption by the noncombatant popu- 
lation. This matter will be taken up with 
the British, however, if Germany avails 
fteelf of the good offices of the president 
to compromise the maritime war dispute 
between England and Germany.

After 
the enemy's columns, which were prepar- 
ing to make an advance by storm, had 
been repulsed several times by our artil- 
lery, strong enemy attacks in close forma- 
tion were begun against our positions 
on both sides of the Lorette hills and on 
the Neuville-Roclincourt front. Our 
opponents were repulsed everywhere with 
heavy losses. All the positions are firmly 
n our hands.” 


French Claim Gains. 

PARIS, June 14.—The following official 
communication was issued by the war 
office tonight: 

In the sector to the north of Arras 
we repulsed last night several attacks 
against our trenches on the road between 
Alx Noulette and Souchez, consolidated 
the positions gained by us to the east 
of Lorette, made a further advance to the 
right of these positions of about 150 
meters and progressed in the southeast 
section of the ‘ Labyrinth.’ 

“To the southeast of Hebuterne we 
arrested by our fire an attack against our 
trenches on the road from Serre to Mailly- 
Maillet.

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TEU TONS STORM 
RUSSIAN POSTS 


Germans Seize 43 Miles of 
Positions in Galicia; Get 
16,000 Captives. 


LONDON, June 14.—All the late advices 
concerning the progress of events along 
the important battle front in Galicia come 
from Vienna and Berlin. These report 
big reverses to the Russians from Jaros- 
lau almost the Bukowina frontier. 
Heavy R n losses, both in killed and 
wounded and in prisoners, are emphasized 
in the Austro-German official statements. 
Near Mosciska 16,000 Russians are said to 
have been taken. 

The Russian line east and southeast 
from Jaroslau has been pierced, and the 
Russians have been compelled to retreat; 
at other points the Russians have been 
driven back, according to Vienna. 

The Russian war office has issued no 
official statement during the last twenty- 
four hours. 

* German Official Statement. 

BERLIN, June 14.—-Official announce- 
ment was made here this afternoon that 
Geb. von Mackensen has occupied the 
Russian positions along the entire front 
from Cyerniawa to Sieniawa, in Galicia. 
Sienawa is eighteen miles northwest of 
Jarosiau, onthe San river. The statement 
follows: 

„Gen. von Mackensen began an attack 
over a line extending forty-three miles. 
Starting from their positions et Cyer- 
niawa, northwest of Mosciska, and at 
Slenla wa, the enemy's positions have 
been taken along the entire length of 
this front. Sixteen thousand prisoners fell 
into our hands yesterday. Attacks by 
the troops under Gen. von Linsingen and 
Gen. von der Marwitzeiso made progress. 

“In the neighborhood of Kuzie, north- 
west of Shavii, a few enemy positions 
were taken. Southeast of the road from 
Miriampol to Kovno our troops took the 
first Russian line by storm.” 

ustrian Official Statement. 

* ——＋. June 14.—The following offi- 
cial statement was issued from Austrian 
general headquarters today: | 

“Battles south of the Dniester are con- 
tinuing. Near Derzow, south of Mikol- 
aiow, our troops repulsed four strong at- 
tacks. The enemy was routed from the 
battlefield. Northwest of Zurawna the 
allied troops advanced against Zydaczow 

and captured it efter heavy 
fighting. North of Tlamecz an attack is 
also in progress. Many prisoners, the 
number of whom has not yet been fixed, 
have fallen into our hands. North of 
Zale Szezyky the Russians attacked last 
night on a front of nearly two miles, but 
the attack failed with great losses.

New York, June 14. Better military and 
na val preparedness on the part of the 
United States was urged here tonight by 


massmeeting at Carnegie hall under the 
auspices of the National Security league, 
which today began a two day peace and 
preparation conference at which twenty- 
five states were represented. 

The speakers tonight included Jacob M. 
Dickinson and Henry L. Stimson, former 
secretaries of war; Charles J. Bonaparte, 
former attorney general; Alton B. Parker, 
who is honorary vice president of the 
league, and Dr. Lyman Abbott. 


Seeks Ideas for Defense. 

In introducing Mr. Parker as chairman 
of the meeting, 8. Stamwood Menken, 
‘president of the league, outlined its pur- 
poses and said the conference desired to 
inquire into the necessary steps which 
should be taken for an immediate ade- 
quate national defense.” 

Mr. Parker declared that the present 
European war has taught this country 
that what was preparedness two years 
ago ia not preparedness now. 

“We are now faced with the question.“ 
he said, “ whether we are in a position to 
protect our rights. We need not fear a 
growth of militarism, but we must have 
an army and a navy large enough to pro- 
tect us in our possessions.” 


Preparedness Means Peace. 

Dr. Abbott declared he was in favor of 
adequate preparedness as a means of se- 
curing lasting peace. 

„The people of America,” he said, de- 
sire peace to enable them to go on with 
their business and to perform their duties 
to themselves, the children, and the 
workd. Self-defense is perhaps the first 
law of nature, but the highest is defense 
of others. We organize government that 
the many may protect the individual. It 
it fails to do this it fails in ite fundamental 
éuty.” 

Joseph A. Choate, temporary president 
of the league, in a letter which wae read 
at the meeting, said he favored prepara- 
tion against any emergency. 

“To be prepared for war is one of the 
most effectual means of preserving 
peace,“ Mr. Choate wrote. 

„It would be the blindest folly for this 
country to regulate its conduct upon the 
assumption that there will be no more 
wars or intrust its destiny to any tem- 
poral power but its own,“ said Jacob M. 
Dickinson, former secretary of war. At 
present the army and navy defenses of 
the United States is wholly inadequate 
for war with any first class power. The 
idea of our getting into war is not alo- 
gether chimerical.” 


Pacifists ‘“Undesirables.” 

In a letter from Col Theodore Roosevelt 
to Hudson Maxim and read by the latter 
at the afternoon session, the former pres- 
ident flailed the pacifists in the following 
language: 

The professional pacifists, the pro- 
fessional peace-at-any-price men, who 
during the last five years have been #0 ac- 
tive, have pushed the mischievous all 
arbitration treaties at Washington, who 
na ve condoned our criminal inactivity 
as regards Mexico and, above all, as re- 
gards the questions raised by the great 
world war now raging, and who have ap- 
plauded our abject failure to live up to 
the obligation imposed on us as a s'gna- 
tory power of The Hague convention, 
are at best an unlovely body of men, and 
taken as a whole probably are the most 
undesirable citizens that this country con- 
tains.” 

The enrollment and miMtary mstruc- 
tion of every able bodied man in the 
United States between the ages of 18 and 
45 was recommended in the report of the 
militia committee of the league.

VILLA OFFERS 
TO TALK PEACE 


Telegraphs Carranza Urg- 
ing Conference on Mex- 
ican Affairs. 


Washington, D. C., June 14.—The United 
States was formaily notified today by 
Gen. Villa on behalf of the Mexican 
convention forces that he had telegraphed 
Gen. Carransa urging a conference for 
the restoraticn of peace and constitu- 
tional government in Mexico. | 

This step ile the first tangible develop- 
ment resultiig from President Wilson's 
recent warning to all Mexican factions 
that unless they came to an agreement 
among themselves soon some other means 
would be employed by the United States 
to relieve the suffering population from 
further devastations of the military ele- 
ment. 

On Gen. Carranza’s reply depends the 
next move in the situation. 

Coincidentally the state department 
was advised by Miss Mabel Boardman of 
the American Red Cross that the Mex- 
ican authorities at Piedras Negras had 
denied entry to a carioad of foodstuffs 
consigned for the relief of people in Mon- 
clova. 


Villa Action Pleases Wilson. 

The announcement that Gen. Villa had 
initiated a movement for peace was re- 
ceived with satisfaction in official] quar- 
ters. 

Enrique C. Llorente, Washington repre- 
sentative of the Villa-Zapata coalition, 
called on Robert Lansing, secretary of 
state ad interim, with a copy of the Villa 
telegram to Carranza and a long note 
from Gen. Villa replying to President Wil- 
son's recent pronouncement of policy. 

The note referred appreciatively to the 
president's efforts and outMned the pur- 
poses of the Villa-Zapata leaders to bring 
about a reconciliation with the Carran- 
zistas.
